REGENERATED  MEMBERSHIP 

In  all  of  their  history  Baptist*  have 
insisted  u)H>n  having  a regenerated 
church  membership.  This  is  a founds 
tion  principle  in  their  belief  and  general 
practiee.  it  is  tme  that  in  many  in  . 
stances,  and  particularly  in  certain  |wrts 
of  the  country,  there  have  l>eon  received 
into  churches  some  people  who  were  not 
regenerated.  They  proved  to  lie  un 
converted.  It  is  im|>ossihle  for  a church,  v 
however  strict  it  may  l»e,  to  entirely 
avoid  being  deceived  in  relation  to  the 
exact  spiritual  state  of  some  who  apply 
for  membership.  Even  the  njNMtles 
were  deceived  in  some  instances.  But, 
notwithstanding  this  liability,  our 
churches  should  steadfastly  adhere  to 
this  great  fundamental  principle  which 
we  nre  considering.  No  plea  for  liber- 
ality and  grenter  latitude  in  receiving 
members  should  avail  anything  with— 
our  jieople.  It  is  emphatically  jiecessary, 
in  these  days  of  rampant  liberalism,  that 
our  churches  should  lie,  doubly  careful 
in  examining  applicants  for  member 
ship,  to  determine,  if  )K>ssible,  as  t* 
whether  or  not  they  have  l»een  genuine 
Iv  converted.  There  is  reason  to  fear 
that  some  pastors  nre  unduly  desirous  ' 
of  getting  p+oplc  to  join  the  church. 
Oftentimes  trto  much  is  taken  for  grant- 
ed There  is  a tendency  to  nccept  for 
conversion  the  promise  of  a person  to 
“lead  n better  life.”  Then*  is  too  great 
a midiness  to  regnrd  one  as  lierng  a 
convert  to  Christ  simply  liecause  he 
makes  the  confession  that  he  believe* 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of  the  liv- 
ing God.  Thousands  of  unsaved  people 
can  honestly  say  the  same  thing,  and  yet  * 
be  as  far  from  God’s  kingdom  ns  is  a 
downright  skeptic.  There  are  churches, 
other  than  Bafdist,  that  ask  no ’greater 
proof  of  conveirsion  than  a personal  ac- 
knowledgment that  Christ  is  the  divine 
Son  of  God,  nnd  one  result  is,  those 
churches  are  largely  composed  of  un 
regenerated  niemliers.  As  professed 
champions  of  a regenerated  member- 
ship, our  churches  must  do  their  utmost 
to  receive  only  those  who  give  proper 
evidence  of  having  been  born  anew. 
They  nre  responsible  to  God  for  a dis- 
charge of  this  duty,  and  also  for  the 
eternal  welfare  of  those  who  apply  for 
membership.  Be  fuithful  to  your  trust.

The  above  head  may  seem  a littl  e 
misleading  at  First  sight,  but  not  after 
you  think.  We  are  living  in  a great 
age,  the  greatest  I think  of  the  world’s 
history.  Men  are  doing  things  of  whic  » 
our  forefathers  never  dreamed.  Th  ? 
world  is  moving  so  rapidly  that  we  ar? 
becoming  dizzy  and  wondering  what 
next.  How  shall  we  keep  our  equili- 
hrium4  many  of  us  are  asking.  Al, 
that’s  the  question.  Many  of  us  ar» 
losing  our  equilibrium.  There  is  u 
weakening  of  the  moral  nature  an£ 
mental  certainty. 

It  is  said  that  the  name  of  the  church 
was  hissed  while  the  name  of  Jesus  wa  i 
cheered  by  a great  mixed  audience  gath- 
ered in  a hall  a few  months  ago  in  Nev 
York  City.  This  hissing  meant  some 
thing,  while  it  is  true  that  we  do  no 
sympathize  with  it,  or  nnything  ot  rtu 
sort,  yet  we  are  compelled  to  acknowl 
edge  that  it  is  significant  of  a sad  fact, 
the  fact  that  the  world  to  some  extent  in 
losing  respect  for  the  nominal  churcl 
of  today.  Now,  if  this  is  true,  and 
think  it  is  to  a certain  extent,  there  in 
a reason  for  it  and  somebody  is  respon 
sible.  The  reason,  no  doubt,  lies  in  th< 
fact  of  the  worldliness  of  church  mem 
hers,  nnd  a failure  on  the  part  of  the 
church  to  maintain  church  discipline, 
and  on  the  part  of  the  pastor  to  preach 
the  truth,  the  whole  truth  regardless  ol 
criticism  and  feelings. 

Think  of  it.  Christians  professing  to 
love  and  follow  Jesus,  the  pure  nnd  holy 
one  of  God,  to  love  purity  and  to  oppose 
all  uncleanlintss  and  sin  and  to  tie  on| 
their  way  to  heaven,  going  to  thej 
theatre,  circu^,  moving  picture  shows! 
and  such  like  to  be  entertained  by  wrek- 
ed  men  and  women,  debauchers  of  pure 
society  and  on  their  way  to  torment  car- 
rying hundreds  of  others  with  them.  I 
don’t  understand  how  the  two  classes 
so  far  apart  in  their  professions  can  as- 
sociate so  agreeably  together,  nor  does 
the  outside  world  understand  it.  No, 
the  world  can’t  reconcile  this  with 
Christ-life  and  Christ-likeness.  It’s  a 
hard  problem  for  any  of  us. 

Another  sinj  very  prevalent  among 
church  membej-s,  and  by  the  way,  some 
of  them  Baptists,  is  card  playing.  Some 
how  or  anothef  the  devil  has  persuaded 
some  professing  Christians  that  parlor 
gaming  is  not  gambling,  although  one 
plays  for  a prijse,  and  sometimes  for 
money,  for  such  is  the  extent  that  this 
form  of  amusement  is  carried  on  at 
present  in  many  so-called  Christian 
homes.  The  police  goes  down  town 
finds  a crowd  of  fellows  in  a secret  room 
playing  cards  for  a ten  dollar  bill,  thev 
are  at  once  arrested  nnd  punished. 
“That’s  gambling,”  the  society  woman 
who  is  a member  of  the  church  says: 


“They  ought  to  have  been  arrested  and 
punished,”  she  exclaims  in  perfect  hor- 
ror. That  very  afternoon  perhaps,  they 
gather  at  her  home  and  »day  progressive 
euchre  with  the  same  .ards  for  h ten 
dolar  cut  glass  peice.  No  harm  in  that, 
the  devil  has  persuaded  her  to  believe 
that  isn’t  gambling  and  you  must  not  say 
it  is  either.  The  only  differem*e  is  one  is 
a woman  in  her  parlor  with  her  society 
friends  and  the  other  is  a man  in  his 
office  or  club  room  with  his’  society 
friends.  All  is  black  leg  gambling,  but 
be  careful.  Don’t  say  so.  She  will  get 
offended  and  won’t  go  back  to  church 
any  more  until  a new  man  comes  along, 
or  the  pastor  apologizes  for  hurting  her 
feelings.  The  devil  has  made  her  feel- 
ings so  tender  that  the  pastor  can't  nf 
ford  to  say  much  about  sin  in  her  pres 
ence.  She  also  loves  to  dance  and  sees 
no  harm  in  that,  and  will  go  to  the  ball 
and  dance  until  the  wee  hours  of  the 
night  and  go  to  church  on  Kundny  morn- 
ing and  expect  every  one  to  respect  her 
as  a consecrated  Christian. 

Here  is  a brother  who  goes  altout  bis 
business,  whatever  it  is,  ami  is  henrd 
using  profnnity,  nnd  it  is  said  that  he  is 
not  quite  honest  in  his  transactions  with 
his  fellow  men.  He  slips  a little  every - 
now  nnd  then,  nnd  is  not  quite  a mnn  of 
his  word.  Here  in  another,  who  is  hen 
est  and  truthful,  but  he  will  get  behind 
the  door  and  take  a social  dram  with 
ungodly  men  nnd  indulge  in  indecent 
language  with  them.  Hen*  is  another, 
who  is  a member  of  the  church,  but  his 
influence  in  politics  is  not  ijn  ncconl 
nnce  with  is  profession.  He  fiiy*  taken 
up  the  cause  of  men  who  are  known  to 
be  whiskey  men  nnd  men  who  are  not 
altogether  for  law  and  order. 

' All  this  is  known  and  seen  by  the  out- 
side world.  The  Christian's  profession 
and  habits  can’t  be  reconciled.  The 
world  can’t  see  the  harmony.  No  won- 
der the  church  isn’t  respected  ns  it 
should  be  and  isn’t  winnig  the  world  to 
Jesus  as  rapidly  ns  it  should.  Who  is 
responsible  for  this  Vorldliness?  T 
believe  that  both  the  pastor  nnd  church 
are  responsible.  The  preacher  is  more 
responsible  than  the  church,  because  he 
is  God’s  nndershepherd.  God’s  watch- 
man on  the  wall,  to  watch,  warn,  tench 
and  invite  men  to  God.  He  should 
know  and  cry  against  all  ungodliness. 
All  forms  of  sin.  He  should  call  things  • 
by  their  right  names.  Too  mnnv  of  us 
are  crying  in  a general  way  and  men  go 
right  on  to  ruin.  Tt  is  not  popular  to 
call  things  by  their  right  names,  but  is 
right,  soul  saving  and  life  preserving. 

Tf  everv  preacher  should  stand  nnd  tell 
men  of  their  practices  nnd  do  it  in  love 
as  Jesus  did  there  would  be  a change 
in  church  life.  But  some  of  ns  are 
cowards,  and  rather  than  lie  criticised 
and  even  ridiculed,  we  are  willing  to 
keep  silent  on  these  things.  Brethren  let 


us  come  together  and  acknowledge  our 
shortcomings  and  agree  ns  for  the  fu- 
ture we  will  stand  flat  footed  for  God 
and  absolute  godliness  on  the  part  ot 
those  to  whom  we  preach  and  over 
whom  God  has  placed  us  ns  undershep 
herds.  .I,et  us  know  that  if  we  do  not 
tell  them  the  whole  truth  that  we  are  not 
measuring  Up  to  our  Ood-given  duties 
as  His  ministers.  May  the  blessed 
spirt  of  God  lend  us  as  we  shall  lead 
men  out  of  sin  unto  Ood  and  holiness. 
!>t  us  try  to  reach  our  brethren  who  are 
giving  the  world  so  much  .room  for  just 
criticism  apd  then  I think  we  can  win 
the  lost  much  easier.  May  the  bless 
ings  of  God  rest  on  even-  minister  who 
stands  as  G^d’s  mouthpiece  to  say  God’s 
words.

I never  forgot  to  see  if  ewrv 
child  had  a quarterly  from  which  to 
study  the  next  lesson.  If  the  child  had 
lost  a quarterly  I said  not  a word  of 
blame,  just  handed  another  quarterly 
nnd  prayed  that  the  lost  quarterly  might 
fall  into  some  place  and  l»e  studied  by 
some  one  not  able  to  pay  for  one.' 

4th.  I never  run  short  of  quarterlies. 
I always  order  twice  as  many  as  the 
“roll”  called  for  and  handed  them  out 
freely  nnd  gladly.  Sunday  school  litera- 
ture is  the  word  of  Ood  arranged  for 
«■  tr  t ‘•similation,  and  the  very  in*- 
sionary  work  we  can  do  is  to  put  it  into 
the  hands  of  every  person  wo  can  reach. 

There  were  four  things  I did  not  do 
in  my  Sunday  school: 

1st.  I never  marked  a name  off  the 
roll.  T was  always  too  glad  to  have 
the  names  there  and  to  order  books  for 
every  name.  I never  failed  to  send  a 
book  to  each  member.  Tf  a child  was 
absent  several  Sundays  nnd  was  not 
present  to  receive  a quarterly  T placed 
the  quarterly  in  the  postofTice  nnd  n 
note  to  the  child  asking  her  to  come 
ntrnin  to  Snndav  school  if  possible,  nnd 
if  not  possible  for  her  to  get  to  Sunday 
school  to  please  study  the  lessons  at 
home.  T never  ordered  literature  bv 
•he  amount  of  “eoleetion”  or  bv  the 
“nverage  attendance.”  I ordered  by 
♦lie  “general  roll.”  nnd  that  many  more. 
Even’  week  T visited  at  least  one  family, 
others  if  T wns  strong  enough, "and  spoke 
of  my  Sunday  school  in  ns  hnght. 
cheerful  nnd  enthusiastic  a way  ns  T 
knew.  T tried  to  make  them  feel  that 
thev  would  be  helped  nnd  benefitted  by 
going  to  my  school. 

T never  nsked  a memlier  the  why  nnd 
wherefore  of  absence.  T felt  that  the 
absence  wns  unavoidable  nnd  T tried  to 
make  the  lesson  and  the  school  so  at- 
tractive nnd  interesting  that  the  “ab- 
sence” would  not  occur  again. 

T did  not  complain  nbont  lost  books — 
nbont  short  collections  or  about  lnte  ar- 
rivals. I tried  to  keep  all  worries,  com- 
plaints nnd  fault-findings  out  of  the  at- 
mosphere about  my  Sunday  school.  T 
did  not  even  think  about  whether  a mem- 
ber had  paid  enough  to  be  entitled  to  a 
quarterly  for  any  settled  time.  T order- 
ed the  literature  by  the  “general  roll” 
nnd  donbled  the  supply,  nnd  was  very 
glad  to  have  the  names. 

Business  men  are  ever  nnxious  for 
names  of  persons  to  whom  they  may 
send  advertising  matter.  We  should 
never  have  too  many  names.  We  should 
never  value  these  names  so  lightly  as  to 
strike  one  from  the  roll.  We  should  fee! 
glad  to  have  them,  to  hold  them,  to  keep 
them,  to  send  them  just  ns  much  “ ad- 


vert isng  matter”  as  we  can  get  to  send 
them.  Advertising  the  love  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ ; advertising  the  salvation 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  to  adver- 
tise so  regularly,  so  rapidly,  so  gener- 
ously, so  persistently  that  they  must 
notice,  must  he  attracted  to  it,  must 
study  it,  must  believe  in  it,  and  must  be 
saved. 

A Sunday  school  should  have  four  of- 
ficers besides  the  teachers.  Superinten- 
dent, assistant  superintendent,  secre- 
tary and  committee  manager — these 
four  have  enough  to  do  if  they  “magnify 
their  work’”  and  do  it — and  each 
should  magnify  his  work — should  try  to 
find  more  to  do — should  feel  an  uplife, 
an  enthusiasm,  a fullness  of  joy  in  the 
work. 

Any  pastor  or  superintendent  who 
will  instruct  the  secretary  to  “srrlke 
the  names  of  all  whonre  absent  four 
Sundays  off  the  rolls  and  order  the  lit- 
erature by  the  average  attendance — we 
can’t  afford  to  order  so  much  literature 
and  if  they  don’t  attend  regularly1  strike 
their  names  off” — there  are  not  words 
enough  in  our  language  to  express  my 
pity  for  that  pastor  or  that  superintend- 
ent . Give  me  the  Christian  with  a heart 
so  full  of  love,  a spirit  so  full  of  generous 
.helpfulness,  a nature  so  overflowing 
with  a desire  to  magnify  the  work  for 
God  —to  advertise  the  salvation  of  God, 
that  he  is  glad  to  get  the  names — glad 
to  keep  them — glad  to  send  them  the 
literature,  that,  like  the  love  and  the 
salvation  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is 
without  money  nnd  without  price. 


TALKING,  OR  DOING. 

It  is  better  to  do  what  we  ought  to  do 
without  announcing  it  in  advance,  than 
it  is  to  announce  it  in  advance  and  then 
fail  to  do  it.  But  there  seems  to  be  a 
peculiar  fascination,  to  many  of  us,  in 
talking  enthusiastically  about  what  we 
are  going  to  do.  That  very  talk  seems 
to  make  it  easier,  then,  to  let  the  thing 
itself  go  undone;  as  though  the  glow  of 
satisfaction  in  the  commendable  purpose 
so  satisfies  us  that  the  mere  fulfilling  of 
the  purpose  drops  into  unimportance. 
A well  known  Christian  worker  is  sorelv 
injuring  his  usefulness  nnd  his  reputa- 
tion for  decidability  by  this  insidious 
failure.  On  the  other  hand,  the  men 
whose  names  are  synonyms  for  effective 
accomplishment  are  those  who,  talking 
little  about  their  work  in  advanefe,  con- 
vert their  energy  nnd  enthusiasm  into 
the  actual  doing.  The  only  effect  that 
the  advance  announcing  of  our  work 
ought  to  have  upon  us.  when  for  any 
reason  it  has  l>een  made,  is  to  deepen 
our  sense  of  sacred  obligation  to  its  ful- 
filment. Then  we  ought  literally  to  do 
or  die. — S.  S.  Times. 
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BJOKXSOX’S  TRAITS. 

Even  In  his  old  age.  lljornitjerae 
BJornaon  waa  the  same  fiery  opti- 
mist that  be  waa  af  ■l^ty-flve  and 
twenty-five.  The  one  eontradition 
that  seemed  absent  from  hla  nature 
waa  any  alngie  streak  of  depression 
Otherwise  he  waa  a bundle  of  con- 
trarieties. He  wrote  the  present  na- 
tional antljtm — and  he  was  a re- 
publican. The  school  system  which 
be  instigated,  built  up  In  a genera- 
tion the  public  opinion  now  express- 
ed in  the  monarchy.  At  the  age  of 
twenty-five  hts  friends  thought  him 
destined  to  be  a great  orator,  the 
very  voice  of  the  pcop|e-*-and  he 
became  their  foremost  writer.  Gen- 
tle and  tender-hearted,  he  waa  a 
fiery  fighter.  Loving  the  life  of  a 
farmer,  he  constantly  traveled  In 
Norway  and  Sweden,  a born  poli- 
tician. For  years  he  fought  Ibsen 
with  all  the  fire  of  hla  nature — and 
became  suddenly  reconciled  when 
one  of  hla  daughters  married  Ib- 
sen's only  son.  1 

These  things  bespeak  a positive 
nature,  forthright,  wholesome, 
charming  and  powerful.  Ibsen's  ge- 
nius waa  more  universal;  more  peo- 
ple outside  of  Norway  understood  It; 
and  fewer  people  of  hla  own  nation- 
ality. Ibsen  was  revered.  In  hla 
later  years;  but  all  hla  life  BJornaon 
waa  beloved.  8even  years  ago  BJorn- 
aon passed  hts  seventieth  birthday  at 
hla  farm  In  Aulestad — and  received 
no  leas  than  630  telegrams  or  con- 
gratulation. 

In  1902  BJornaon  was  requested 
by  bis  publisher,  Hegel  of  Det  Nord- 
lake  Forleg.  to  submit  a brief  auto- 
biography to  be  published  In  con- 
nection with  a work  on  the  poet, 
to  appear  on  bis  fiftieth  anniversary 
as  an  author.  BJornaon'*  reply  waa 
as  brief  aa  It  w is  characteristic:  "I 
waa  born  In  1832.  killed  In  Chris- 
tiania several  times,  lately  In  No- 
vember. 1901,  but  apparently  not 
enough  killed!”  In  this  strain  of 
broad  humor,  not  unmixed  with  sar- 
castic reference  to  frequent  slander- 
ous assaults  on  hla  personality. 
BJornaon  deftly  discountenanced  the 
modern  autobiography  habit  without 
really  saying  so  In  words. 

But  it  would  require  apace  enough 
to  detail  all  the  movements,  politi- 
cal, social  and  literary,  In  which 
BJornaon  has  been  a leader.  And 
he  was  a leader  from  the  start.  In 
hla  youth.  Not  a self-appointed,  self- 
glorifying  braggart  who  put  hltneelf 
at  the  front  of  everything,  but  a 
man  aaalgned  to  leadership  by  Im- 
mediate recognition  of  hla  powers. 

BJornson's  first  book.  “Synnove 
RolbaEken,"  waa  not  at  attempt,  but 
an  epoch-making  success.  It  over-
